TH E firiicts.that all Dcancs.Achedeac6s. 
Herſones, Uicats and other Ecclclialiicall per- 
ſones, ſhall faithtully kepe and oblcrue, and as 
far as in them maie lic ſhal cauſe to be obſerued 
and kept of other al x ſinguler lawes and ſtatu 
tes, made aſwel foꝛ the aboliſhyng and cxtirpa- 
cion of the biſhop of Rome, his pꝛetenſed and v 
ſurped power and iurildiccion, as foꝛ the eſtablt 
ſhement and confirmacion of the kpnges autho⸗ 
ritie, turiſdicciõ and ſupꝛemacie of the church of 
England, ⁊ Ireland. And furthermoꝛe, all eccle⸗ 
ſiaſticall perſones, hauyng cure of ſoulc,ſhall to 
the vttermoſte of their wit knowledge, and lear⸗ 
nyng purely. ſyncerely, and without any colour 
oꝛ duumulacion declare, manikeſt, and open, ꝛiij. 
tymes euery yere at the leaſt in their Sermons, 
and other collacions, that the biſhop of RKomes 
vlurped power and iuriſdicciõ, hauyng no eſta⸗ 
bliſhement no2 ground by the lawe or God, was 
of moſte iuſt cauſes, taken awaic and abcliſhed, 
and that therfoze, no maner of obedience 02 ſub⸗ 
teccion, within his Realmes and Dominions, is 
dewe vnto hym . And that the Kynges power, 
within his Realines and Domintons , is the 
higheſt power vnder G O D, to whom all men, 
within theſame Realmes and Dominions, by 
Godes lawes owe moſte lovaltie and obedience, 
atoze and aboue all other powers and potenta-

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tes in Very, 

BESIDES this, to the intent that all Su⸗ 
perſticion and Hypoctiſy, crept into diuerſe men 
nes hartes, mate vaniſh awaie thei ſhall not ſet⸗ 
furthe oz extoll any Jinages.Kcliques.o2 mira⸗ 
cles, foꝛ any Superſticion oꝛ lucre, no2 allure 
the people by any inticementes, to the Pilgri⸗ 
mage of any ſainct oz ymage:but repzouyng the 
ſame . thei (hall teache that all gaodnelſe healthe 
and grace, ought to be both al ked and loked foz 
onely of God, as of the verie aucthoꝛ and geuer 
ot theſame, and of none other. 

I TEM, that thei, the perſones aboue reherſed 
ſhall make oz cauſe to bee made in their Chur⸗ 
ches, and euery other Cure thei haue, one Ser⸗ 
mon, euery quarter of the pere at the leaſt, wher- 
in thei ſhall purely and ſyncerely, declare the 
wooꝛde ot GO D: and in theſame, exhoꝛte their 
heaters to the wooꝛkes of Faithe, Mercie, and 
Charitie ſpecially pꝛeſcribed and commaunded 
in ſcripture, and that wooꝛkes deuiſed by man⸗ 
nes phaͤtaſtes, beſides lcripture: as wanderyng 
to pilgrimages, offeryng of money.candellcs oz 
tapers, to Reltques,o2 Images, oꝛ kiſſpng and 
lickyng of thelame , pꝛaiyng vpon Beades , oꝛ 
luche like ſuperfiicto.haue not onely no pꝛomiſe 
of reward in ſcripture, foꝛ doyng of the:but con- 
trariwiſe, great thꝛeates ⁊ malediccions of God 
fo that thet bee thynges , tendyng to Jdolatrie 
and ſuperſticiõ, whiche of al other offences,god 
almightie doth moſt deteſt and abhozre fox that 
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theſainc diminiſhe moſte his honoꝛ ard gloꝛie. 

I EN that ſuche Images as thei knowe in 
any of their Cures, to bee, oꝛ haue been lo abu 
ſed with pilgrimage oz offrynges,of any thyng 
made thereunto, oꝛ ſhalbee hereafter cenſcd vn- 
to thei (and none other pꝛiuate perſones ) ſhall, 
foꝛ the auoydyng of that moſte deteſtable office 
of Idolattie, furthcwith take doune oz cauſe to 
be taken doune, and deſtroye theſame, and ſhall 
ſuffre from henſekurthe, no Tozches , no Can⸗ 
delles, Tapers o2 Images of waxe to be ſette a- 
foze any Image oꝛ picture, but onely two ligh⸗ 
tes vpon the high aulter befoꝛe the Sacrament 
whiche,foz the ſignificacion, that Chzilte is the 
verie true light of the woꝛlde, thei ſhall ſuſtre to 
remain ſtill: Admoniſhyng their pariſhioners, 
that Images ſerue foꝛ no other purpole , but to 
be a remembꝛaunce, wherby, men matic be admo⸗ 
niſhed,of the holy lifes and conucrlacts of them 
that theſated Images doo repꝛeſent: whiche J- 
mages, it ther do abule foꝛ any other intent, thet 
commit I dolatrie in thelame, to the great daun⸗ 
gier of their ſoules. 

I E M, that euery holy date thzoughout the 
yere,when thei haue no Sermon, ther ſhall un⸗ 
mediatly after the Goſpell , openly and plainly, 
recite to their pariſhioners in the pulpit : The 
Pater noſter, the Credo, and the tenne Commaun- 
dementes in Englilhc , to the intent the people 
matelearne theſame by harte: exhoꝛtyng all pa- 
rentes and houſholdets, to teache their childꝛen 
and 
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and ſeruaũtes theſame as thei are bound by the 
lawe of God, and in conlcicnce to do. 

I T E NM, that thct (hall charge fathers and 
Mothers, Maſters and goucrnozs,to beſtowe 
theit childꝛen and Seruauntes euen from their 
childhode, either to learnyng, oz to ſome honeſt 
exerciſe, occupacion oꝛ huſbandzie: Exhoꝛztyng 
and counlailpyng, and by all the waies and mea⸗ 
nes thei mate alwell in their Sermons and col- 
lacions, as otherwaies, perſwadyng their ſaied 
Fathers and Mothers, Maſters, and other Go⸗ 
uernoꝛzs, diligentcly to pꝛouide and fozlee, that 
the pouthe bee in no maner of wile , bzought vp 
in idlenes leaſt at any tyme afterward, fo lacke 
of ſome craft, occupacion, oz other honeſt meane 
to liue by, thei be d2xtuen to fall to beggyng ſtea⸗ 
lyng, oz ſome other vnthziftineſſe : Foz almuche 
as we mate daily le, thzough flothe and idlenes, 
diuerſe valiaunt men fall, ſome to beggyng,and 
ſome to thefte and murdzc, whiche after bzought 
to calamitie and milerie.doo blame their paren- 
tes, frendes and gouernoꝛs, whiche ſuffered 
them, to be bꝛought vp fo idlely in their pouthe, 
where, ik thet had been well bzought vp. in good 
learnyng.ſoine occupacion, o cratte, thei ſhould 
(beeyng rulers of their awne houſholde) haue 
p2offited aſwell themſelfes.as diuerſe other per⸗ 
ſones, to the greate commoditie and omament 
ok the common wealthe. 

ALS O, that thefated perſones, Micars and 
other Curates, ſhall diligently pꝛouide, that the 

Dacramentes 
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Saͤcramentes, be duely and reuerently miniſte 
red in their Batiſhes. And it at any tyme it hap- 
pen, theim in auy of the caſes expꝛeſſed in the ſta 
tutes of this Realme oꝛ of ſpeciall licence geuen 
by the Kynges Maieltie, to be abſent from their 
benefices , thei (Hall leaue their Cute, not to a 
rude and vnlearned perſon. but to an honeſt wel 
learned and ecperte Curate, that can by his ha 
bilttie, teache the rude and vnlearned of theit 
cute holeſome doctryne, and reduce theim to the 
right way that do erre, and whiche will alſo cxc- 
cute theſe Iniunccions, and doo their duetie o⸗ 
therwile as thei are bounde to doo in euery be⸗ 
halte: and accoꝛdyngly mate and will pꝛoflite 
their cure, no lelle with good example of liupng, 
then with the declaracton of the wooꝛde of God, 
02 cls their lacke and decaulte, ſhalvee imputed 
vnto them. who ſhall ſtraightly aunſwere toꝛ the 
ſame tt thet do othcrwile, Jud alwates let theim 
ſee, that neither thet noz their Curates. doo leke 
mozctheir awne p2ofitte. pꝛomocion, oꝛ aduaun 
tage, then the pzoffit of the ſoutes,that thei haue 
vnder their Cure oꝛ the gloꝛy of God. 

ALS ©, that thei (hall pꝛouide, within thzee 
monethes nexte atter this vilitacion, one booke 
ok the whole Bible of the largeſt volume in En⸗ 
gliſhe. And within one twelte monethes next af- 
ter the laico viſitacion, the Paraphzalts of E- 
ralmus elſo in Engliſhe vpon the Goſpellcs, 
and theſame ſette vp, in ſome conuentent place, 
withinthclatied Churche , that thei haue cure of, 
| whcras 
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whereas their pariſhioners may moſte cõmo⸗ 
dioully, reſozte vato theſame, ⁊ reade thelame. 
The charges of whiche bokes ſhalbe ratablp 
bozne,betwene the Perſon oz appꝛopzietarp, 
and the pariſhioners afozeſayd.that is toſay, 
the one halte by the Perion oz pꝛopzietaty, & 
the other halle, by the patyſhyoners. And they 
ſhall diſcourage no man (auctoziſedand licen⸗ 
ced thereto) from the readynge ok any parte of 
the Bible, either in Latyn oz in Engliſhe: But 
ſhall rather conforme and exhoꝛte euety per⸗ 
ſone to reade theſame, as Þ very liuely wozde 
of God, and the ſpeciall koode of mans ſoule, 
that all chaſtian pcrſones are bounde to em⸗ 
b:ace,beleue, c folowe, it they loke to beſaued: 
Wherby they map the better knowe their due⸗ 
ties to God, to their ſouereigne loꝛd 5 Kyng, 
and they; neighbour, euer gentilly and chari⸗ 
tably exhoztynge theim, and in hys Maieſties 
name, ſtraightly charginge and cõmaunding 
theim, that in the readynge therof,no man to 
reaſon 02 contende, but quyetlp to heare the 
reader. 

AL ©, the ſapde Eccleſiaſticall perſons, 
Chal in no wyſe,at any vnlaufull tyme, noꝛ foz 
any other cauſe.the foz their honeſt neceſſitie, 
haũte oz reſozte to any Tauernes, oꝛ Alehou⸗ 
ſes, Ind aftcr their dynner and ſupper , they 
ſhal not geue the ſelfes todzinckyng oz tpot, 
ſpẽdyng their tyme ydely, by day oz by night, 
at dyſc,cardes,0z tables plaiyng, oꝛ any other 
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vnlaukull game: But at all tymes, as they 
ſhall haue leaſure, they ſhall heare o2 reade 
ſomwhat of holy ſcripture, oꝛ ſhall occupie the 
ſelfes with ſome other honeſt exerciſe and that 
they alwayes do the thinges, whiche apper⸗ 
teyne to honeſty, with endeuour to pꝛokite the 
common weale, haupnge alwapes in mynde, 
that they ought to excel all other, in puritie of 
lyke, and ſhoulde be example to the people, to 
lyue well and chziſtianly. 

ITEM, that they ſhall in confeſſions euery 
Lent, examine euery perſon, that cometh to cõ⸗ 
keſſion to theim, whether they cã recite the ar⸗ 
ticles of their F ayth, the Pater noſter, AND the 
tenne commaundementes tnEngliſhe,x# heare 
the ſaye the lame particularlie, wherin, it they 
be not perkite, they ſhall declare then, that 
euery chziſtian perlonne, oughte to knowe the 
ſayde thynges, bekoze they ſhoulde receyue the 
bleſſed Sacrament of the aulter, and monyſh 
them tolearne the ſaid neceſſary thinges, moꝛe

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loꝛde Pꝛotectoꝛs grace, the Archebiſhop of 
Canterbury, the Archebiſhop of Poke in hys 
pꝛouince, oꝛ the Byſhop of the Dyoceſſe, Aud 
ſuche as ſhalbe ſo licenced, they (hall gladly 
receyue, to declare the wooꝛde ok God, without 
any reliſtence,o2 contradiction, 

A LS O, ik they haue heretofoze declared 
fo their paryſhyoners any thynge, to the extol⸗ 
linge, oꝛ ſettingfurth okpilgtimages, reliques 
02 ymages, oꝛlighting of cãdels, kiſſinge, kne⸗ 
ling decking ok theſame pmages, oꝛ any ſuche 
ſuperſticion, they ſhall now openly, befozc the 
ſame,recante,and rep2oue the ſame:ſhewpnge 
thein(as the trueth is) that they did the ſame 
vpon no grounde of ſcripture, but were ledde 
and ſeduced by a comon erro2 and abuſe, ctept 
into the churche, thzough the lufferaunce à⸗ 
yarice of ſuche, as telt pꝛofite by theſame. 

ALS O, if they do, oz ſhall knowe any man 
within their pariſhe, oz els where that is a let⸗ 
ter of the wooꝛde of God, to be redde in En- 
gliſhe, oʒ ſpncerely pꝛeached, oꝛ of the execuciõ 
ok theſe the Kynges mateſties Iniunccions, 
02a fauto of the byſhop of Romes pzetenſed 
power, now by the lawes of this realme, iuſtly 
reiected, extirxped and take away vtterly, they 
(all detecte, and pzeſent theſame, to the Kyng 
oz hys counſaill, oʒ to the iuſtice of peace nexte 
adiopninge. 

AL s o: that the Perſone, Nicar, o Curate, 
and pariſhyoners of eyery paryſhe, within 
b. ij. thys 
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this realme, ſhall in their Churches and Chaz 
pels, kepe one boke, oꝛ regiſter, wherin they 
ſhal witc the day and pere, ol euery wedding, 
chiiſtenynge, and buzyall, made within their 
pariſhe fo their tyme and ſo euery man luc⸗ 
cedynge theim lykewyſe: and alſo therin ſhal 
wꝛyte euery perſons name, that ſhalbeſo wed⸗ 
ded.chuſtened,o2 buzyed. Ind foꝛ the laufe ke⸗ 
ping of theſame boke,Þ pariſhe ſhalbe boũde 
to pꝛouide of their comon charges, one ſure 
cofer, with two lockes and keyes, wherof, the 
one to remayne with theÞPerſon,Uicar,oz Cu⸗ 
rate,x the other with the Wardeynes of euery 
pariſhe Churche oz Chapel, wherin the ſayde 
boke ſhalbelayde vp: whiche boke they ſhall 
every ſondaye take turth, and in the pzeſcnce 
of the lapde Wardeyns, oꝛ one of them, wzpte 
q tecoꝛde in theſame, al the weddinges, chziſte⸗ 
nynges, and buryalles, made the whole weeke 
befoze,and that done, to lay vp the boke in the 
ſayd cofer,as afoze, Ind foz euery tyme, that 
theſame ſhalbe omitted, the partye that ſhalbe 
in the faulte therof, ſhall foꝛtaicte to the ſayde 
church. u.

AND tothe intent, that learned inen maye 
hereafter ſpʒinge the moze foz the execucion of 
the pzemiſſes, eueryPerlſon , Uicar, clerke, oz 
beneficed man, within thys deanry, hauynge 
yerely to diſpende in benefices_and other pꝛo⸗ 
mocions of the churche, an. C.ł.ſhall geue cõ⸗ 
petẽt exhibiciõ to one ſcholat:and foꝛʒ aſmany 
hundzed poundes moꝛe, as he inaye diſpende, 
to ſo many ſcholars more, ſhal geue lyke exhi⸗ 
bicion, in the vniuerſitie of Oxkozd, oꝛ Cam⸗ 
bzidge, oꝛ ſome grãmer ſchole, whichafter they 
haue p:offited in good learning, may be par⸗ 
teners of their patrones cure and charge, aſ⸗ 
well in pꝛeachynge, as otherwiſe in the execu- 
cion of their offices:oʒ inap when nede ſhalbe, 
otherwiſe pꝛoffite the comon weale, with their 
counſaill and viſedome.

ALS o, that euery Perſon, Utcar, Curate, 
Chauntry pꝛeeſte and ſtipendarye, being vn- 
der the degree of bachilar of Diuinitie, ſhall 
p:ouyde,and haue of hys awne, within thzee 
moncthesafter this vilitacion.the newTeſta- 
ment, both in Latyn and in Engliſh, with Paz 
raphzaſis vpon theſame of Eralnus,and di⸗ 
ligently ſtudye theſame, conferringe the one 
with the other. Ind the Biſhoppes, and other 
ordynaryes by them lelfes.02 their officers,in 
their ſynodes and viſitacions, ſhall examyne 
the ſayde eccleſiaſticall perſones, howe they 
haue pꝛoffited in the ſtudye of holy lcripture.

they ſhall learne, and haue alwayes in a redy⸗ 
nes, ſuche confoztable places and ſentences 
of (cripture,as do ſetfurth the mercy, beneki⸗ 


tes and goodnes of almighty God, towardes 


all penitent, and beleuyng perſones, that they 
may at all tymes, when neceſſitie ſhalrequire, 
pꝛomptly comfozt thetr flocke, with the liuely 
woozde of God, whiche is the onelp ſtaye of 
mans conlcience. | 
Alſo 
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ALS O, to auoyde all contencion and ſtrief, 
whiche hertokoꝛe hath riſen, emõg the kynges 
Maieſties lubiectes, in ſondꝛie places ot his 
Realines and dointnions , by reaſon of foude 
curteſie and chalengyng of places in pꝛocelſi⸗ 
on, and alſo that they mate the inoze quictely, 
heare that whiche is ſaied oz ſong, to their ede⸗ 
fipng: they ſhall not from henſeturthe, in any 
pariſhe churche, at any time vie any pꝛoceſſiõ, 
about the Churche oꝛ Churche parde, oꝛ other 
place, but immediately befoze high Maſſe, the 
pꝛieſtes with other ofthe queire, ſhal kneele in 
the middes of the Churche, and ſynge oz ſaye, 
plainly x diſtinctly, the Letanp, whiche is ſet⸗ 
kurthe in Engliſhe, with al the Duffrages fo⸗ 
lowpng,and none other Pꝛoceſſion, oz Letanp 
to be had oz vſed, but the ſated Letanie in En⸗ 
gliſh, addyng nothyng therto, but as the kyn⸗ 
ges grace, ſhall hereafter appoynt:and in Ca⸗ 
thedꝛall oz Collegiate churches, theſame ſhal⸗ 
be doen in luche places, as our Commiſfaries 
in oure viſitacion ſhall appoynte. And in the 
tyme of the Letanie, ofthe high Maſſe, ofthe 
Sermon, and when the pꝛieſt readeth the ſcri⸗ 
pture to the pariſhioners , no maner of perſo⸗ 


nes, without a iuſte and vꝛgent cauſe, ſhal de⸗ 
parte out of the Churchc:and all ringing and 


knowlynge of Belles, ſhalbe vtterly fozbozne 
fo: that tyme excepte one Belle, in conuenient 
time to be rõg oz knowled befoze the Sermõ. 
ALSO, like as the people be commonly oc⸗ 

c. j. cupied 
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cupied on the wozke day, with bodily laboz,foz 
their bodely ſuſtenaunce: ſo was the holy daye 
at the tirſte beginninge Godly inſtituted and 
o2deined,that the people ſhould that day, geue 
theinlelfes wholy to God. And wheras in oure 
tyme, God is moze offended then pleaſed, moze 
diſhonoꝛed, then honozed, vpon the holy dape, 
bccaule of idlenes, pzyde, dzunckenneſſe, que⸗ 
rellyng, and bzawlyng, whiche are moſte vſed, 
in luche dayes, people neuertheleſſe, perfwaz 
dinge themſelfes, ſufficiently to honoꝛ God on 
that daie, it thetheare Maſſe @ ſeruice, though 
they vnderſtande nothpng,; to their edekipnge: 
thertoꝛe all the Rynges faithfall and louynge 
ſubiectes, ſhall from henſefurth celebzate, and 
kepe their holy daye, accoꝛdynge to Gods ho⸗ 
ly wil a plealure, that is:in hearyng the wozde 
of God redde and taughte: in pztuate and pu⸗ 
blique pꝛaiers: in knowledging their offences 
to God,and amendement of theſame: in recons 
cilynge their ſelfes charitably to their neigh⸗ 
bozs, where diſpleaſure hath been: in often ty 
mes receiuinge the communis, of the very bo⸗ 
die and bloudde of .Chulte: in vilitynge of the 
pooꝛe x licke:in vipng all ſobernes, and godly 
contterſacion.Pet notwithſtandynge, all Per⸗ 
ſones, Uicats, and Curates, ſhall teache and 
declare, vnto their pariſhioners, that thet may 
with a ſaute andqurete conſcience, in the tyme 
ot Harueſte, laboꝛ vpon the holy and feſtiuall 
dayes, and laue that thyng whiche CO 

| ente, 
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ſent. Ind if foz any ſcrupuloſitte, oz grudge of 
conſcicnce,men ſhould ſuperſticioufly, abſtain 
from wozking vpon thole daies, that then they 
ſhould greuouſly offende and diipleaſe God. 


Also, fozaſmuche as variaunce and con⸗ 


tencion, is a thynge whiche moſte diſplealeth 
God, and is moſte contrary to the bleſſed com⸗ 


munton of the body and bloude of ourc ſauioꝛ 


Chaiſte: Curates ſhall innowiſe admitt to the 


retepuinge therof,any of their cure and flocke, 
who hath malicioully and openly contended! 
with his neighboz,onles theſame do firſte cha⸗ 
ritably and openly, reconcile hym ſelf agapne, 


remittynge all rancoz and malice, whatloeuer 
controuerſiehath been betwene theim;andne- 
uertheleſſe, their iuſte titles and rightes, they 
may charitably, pꝛoſecute befoze ſuche as haue 
aucthoꝛitie to heare theſame. 

ALS O; that eucry Deane, Archedeacon, 
Matter of Collegiate churche, Maſter of Bo- 
ſpitall, and Pꝛebendary, beynge Pꝛieſte, ſhall 


pꝛeache by himſelt perſonally, twiſe euery pere 


at the leaſte either in the place, where he is en⸗ 


tituled, oʒ in ſome Churche, where he hath iu⸗ 


rildiccion, oꝛ els whiche is to the ſaid place ap⸗ 
pꝛopziate, oz vnited, 

ALs O, that they ſhal inſtructe and teache 
in their Cures, that no man ought obſtinately, 
and maltcioufly, bzeake and violate , thelau- 
dable Ceremonies of the Churche, by the kyng 
commaunded, to be obſerued, and as pet not 

c. ij. abzogated 
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abrogated. And on the otherſide, that whoſoe- 
uer doth ſuperſticiouũiy abuſe theim , doth the 
ſame to the greate periel and daungier of hys 
ſoule healthe: as in caſtinge holy Water vpon 
hys bedde, vpon Images, and other dedde 
thinges,o2 bearinge aboute hyin holy bzeade, 
02 ſainct Jhons Golpcll, oz makynge Croſſes 
of woodde vpon Palme Sundape, in tyme of 
readinge ofthe Paſſion, oz kepinge of pꝛiuate 
holy dayes ,as Bakers, Bzewers, Dintthcs, 
Shoomakers, c ſuche other do, oz ringing of 
p holy Belles, oz bleſſing with the holy candel, 
to thintent,therby to be diſcharged ofthe bur- 
den of ſynne, oꝛ to dꝛiue awaie Deuilles, oz to 
put awaie dzeames and phantaſies, oꝛ in put⸗ 
tinge truſte and confidence of healthe and ſal- 
uacion, in theſame Ceremontes: when they be 
onely oꝛdeyned, inſtituted and made, to put vs 
in remembzaunce of the benefites, whiche wee 
haue recepued by Chꝛiſte. And if he vſe theim 
koꝛ any other purpoſe, he greuouſiy offendeth 
GOD. 

ALS O, that they (hall take awape, vtterlp 
extincte, and deſtrope, all ſh:tnes,couerynge of 
ſhines, all tables, candelſtickes, tryndilles oz 
roiles of ware, pictures, paintynges , and all 
other monumentes of fained miracles, pilgre⸗ 
mages, Idolatry, and ſuperſticiõ:ſo that there 
remain, no memoꝛp of theſame, in walles,glaſ- 
les, windowes, oz els where, within their chur⸗ 
ches oꝛ houſes, Ind they ſhalt exhozte all their 

pariſhioners, 
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pariſhioners, to doo the lyke within their ſeue⸗ 
rall houſes. And that the Churche Wardep⸗ 
nes, at the common charge of the pariſhioners 
in euery Churche, ſhall pꝛouide à comely and 
honeſt pulpitte, to be ſet in a conuenient place 
within theſame, koz the pꝛeachynge of Gods 
wooꝛde. 

ALS O, thei ſhall pꝛouide, and haue within 
thꝛee monethes after this viſitacion,a ſtronge 
Cheſte, with a hoole in the vpper parte therok, 
to bee pꝛouided, at the coſte and charge of the 
pariſhe, hauyng thꝛee kepes, whereot, one ſhall 
remayne in the cuſtodie , of the Perſone, Up⸗ 
car, 02 Curate, and the other twoo, in the cu- 
ſtodie of the Churche Wardeynes, oz any o⸗ 
ther twoo honeſte men, to be appopnted, by the 


patiſhe, from pere to pere. Whiche Cheſte, vou 


ſhall ſette and faſten , nere vnto the highe aul- 
ter, to the tntente, the Pariſhioners , ſhoulde 
putte into it, their Oblacion and almoſc , foz 
their pooꝛe neighbours. And the Perſone, Ui⸗ 
cat, and Curate, ſhall diligently, from tyme to 
tyme, and ſpectally, when men make their Te⸗ 
ſtamentes, call vpon, exhoꝛte, and moue their 
neighboures, to conferre and geue, (as they 
mape well ſparc)to the ſapde Cheſte:declaring 
vnto theim, whereas heretofoze they haue 
been diligente, to beſtowe muche ſubſtaunce, 
otherwyſe then G D D commaunded, vpon 
Patdons, Pylgrymages, Trentalles, dec⸗ 
bynge of Images, offerynge of Candelles, 

c.iij. geupnge 
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geuyng to Friers, d vpon other like blynd de- 
uoctons,they ought at this tyme, to be muche 
moꝛe ready to helpe the pooze and nedy, know⸗ 
png that to releue the pooze, is a true woꝛſhip⸗ 
ping of God, required earneſtly, vpon payn ot 
euerlaſtyng dampnacion:and that alſo, what⸗ 
ſoeuer is geuen fo; their comfozte, is geuen to 
Chaſt hym ſelt, and lo is accepted of hym, that 
he will mercitully, rewarde theſame with cuer- 
laſtinge life. The whiche almoſſe, and deuociõ 
of the people, the kepers of the keyes, ſhall at 
tymes conuentent, take out ofthe Cheſte, and 
diſtribute thelame, in the pꝛeſence of the whole 
pariſhe, oꝛ ſixe of theim, to be truly and faithe- 
fully deliuered, to their moſte nedy neighbozs: 
and if they be pꝛouided foꝛz, then to the repara⸗ 
cion ot high waies, nexte adioynyng. And alſo 
the money whiche riſeth of fraternities, guyl- 
des, and other ſtockes of the Church(ercept by 
the Kynges Mateſties aucthozitie, it be other⸗ 
wiſe appoynted) ſhalbe put into the laid cheſt, 
and conuerted to the (aid vſe, and alſo the ren⸗ 
tes of landes, the pꝛokite of cattaill, and money 
geuen oz bequethed, to the findyng of tozches, 
lightes,tapers, and lampes, ſhalbe conuerted 
to the ſayde vſe, ſaupng that it ſhalbe lawfull 
fo: them, to beſtowe parte of the ſapd pꝛokites, 
vpon the reparacion of the Churche , if greate 
neede require, and whereas the Pariſhe is 
very pooze, and notable otherwyſe to repaire 
thelame. 

And 
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AN D łoʒ aſmuche as Pꝛzieſtes be publique 
miniſters ot the Churche, and vpon the holy 
daies, ought to applie theim ſeltes, to the com⸗ 
mon adminiſtracion ofthe whole pariſhe, they 
ſhall not be bounde to go to women liynge in 
chyld bedde, except in tyme ofdaungerous ſic⸗ 
kenes, and not to fetche any cozſe, befoze it be 
bꝛought to the Churche parde: a if the woman 
be ſicke, oʒ the cozlc bzought to the Church, the 
Pꝛieſt ſhall do his duette accoꝛdinglyp, in viſi⸗ 
tyng the woman, and buriyng the deed perſon. 

A LS O, to àuoide the deteſtable ſynne of ſy⸗ 
mon, becauſe bipng and ſellyng of benefices, 
is execrable befoze God: Thertoꝛe, al luch per⸗ 
ſones as bpe any benefices, oz come to them 
by fraude oz deceipte, ſhalbe depꝛiued of luche 
benefices, and be made vnhable at any tyme 
after,to recepue any other ſpiritual pꝛomociõ. 
And ſuche as do ſell them, 02 by any colour do 
beſtowe them, fo2 their awne gain and p2ofite, 
ſhall loſe their righte and title of patronage, 
and pꝛeſentement foz that tyme, and the gikte 
therot fo that vacacion, ſhall apperte in to the 
Kynges Mateſtie, 

A LS o, becauſe though lacke of pzeachers 
in many places of thekinges realmes and do⸗ 
mintons, the people continue in ignozaunce 
and blyndcnes : all Perſones, Utcars , and 
Curates, ſhall reade in their Churches, eucry 
Sondape, one of the Bomilies , whiche are 
and ſhalbeſethfurthe, foz theſame purpoſe, 12 
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the Kynges aucthozitie, in ſuche ſoꝛte, as they 
(halve appoynted to doo, in the pzeface of the 
fame, 

ALS O, whereas many indiſcrete perſones, 
doo at this dape, vncharitably contempne and 
abuſe pꝛieſtes and miniſters of the Church, be⸗ 
cauſe (ome of them, (hauinge [mall learninge) 
haue ot long time fauoured phantaſies, rather 
then Gods truthe: pet fo àlmuche, as their 
office and kunccion, is appoynted of God: The 
Kkynges Maieſtie willeth and chargeth, al his 
louynge ſubiectes, that from henſekuxthe,tijey 
ſhall vle theim charitably and reucrently , foz 
their office and miniſtracion ſake, and eſpeci⸗ 
ally, all ſuche as laboz in the lettynge furth of 
Gods holy wooꝛde. 

A Ls O, that all maner of petlones, whiche 
vnderſtande not the Latin toungue, ſhall pꝛay 
vpon none other Pꝛimer, but vpon that, whi⸗ 
che was lately (etfurth in Engliſhe. by auctho⸗ 
ritie of Kynge Henry the. vIII. ot moſte fa- 
mous memo ie. And that no teacher of youth, 
all teache any other, then the layde Pꝛymer. 
And all thoſe , whiche haue knowledge of the 
latin toungue, ſhall pzay vpon none other la⸗ 
tin Numer, but vpon that, whiche is likewile 
ſctfurthe bp the ſayde aucthoꝛitie. Ind that all 
graces to be ſayde at dyner and ſupper.ſhal be 
alwates ſayde in the Engliſhe toungue, And 
that none other Grammer, ſhalbe taught in a- 
ny Schoole oz other place, within the enges
